A polyester dipped cord, which is obtainable by twisting one or more 



than one base yarn together into a pretwisted yarn, where the base yarn is made of a polyester fiber 
according to [any one of claims 1 to 4] claim 1 ; twisting two or more pretwisted yarns together into a 
greige cord; and subjecting the greige cord to dip treatment to give a dipped cord simultaneously meeting 
the following characteristics: 

(a) tenacity conversion efficiency in the dip treatment (dipped cord tenacity / greige cord
